tation of a $25,000 bribe by Roy 
D. Gatewood, who represented 
himself as the emissary of State’s 
Attorney Roy P. Hull. At Hull’s 
suggestion, Judge Ingram tomor- 
row will appoint a special prose- 
cutor to direct the inquiry. 

Church Statement. 

The statement of the Council of 
Churches was as follows: 

“The shocking events and reve- 
lations of the past several days 
are once again awakening the 
public generally to the existence 
of a vast and ruthless underworld 
in Peoria county. The question 
before the community is a moral 
one and concerns the future; shall 


the city, county, and state govern- | 


ments be operated for the bene- 


fiwt of the citizenship as a whole | 
or in the interests of those who) 


profit by gambling and other law- 
lessness? The future welfare of 
the community depends upon what 
is done now. 

“There are persons in our com- 
munity who would go to any 
lengths te discredit an honest of- 
ficial, Changes have been made 
implicating certain. public ser- 
vants. The public has a right to 
know the validity of these charges. 
Likewise, the officials involved 
must have an opportunity to de- 
fend themselves by orderly legal 
procedure. If found guilty, jus- 
tice should be dealt. 

Vice and Payoffs. 

“The present crisis requires 
forthright honesty and moral 
courage. Let there be a full and 
complete investigation and the 
whole truth exposed. Let us then 
make sure the community shall 
close its doors forever on gam- 
bling, racketeering, vice, and pay- 
offs by electing honest public offi- 
cials and then giving them our 
full support. 

“The Peoria Council of Churches 
commends Judge Ingram for his 
forthrightness in recalling the 
grand jury, and in his announced 
intention to appoint a _ special 
prosecutor to delve to the bottom 
of the chaotic conditions which 
produced the situation now exist- 
ing in our community.” 

Demand by Peoria Bar. 

In its statement, the Peoria Bar 
Agsociation demanded “a thorough 
and complete investigation of all 
charges of unlawful activities re- 
cently appearing in the public 
press, and which have brought 
discredit to our community.” 

“We further demand the vig- 
orous prosecution of all persons 
found to have been engaged in 
such unlawful activities,” the 
statement continued, “and a full 
report of the pertinent facts to 


the public to the end that law-. 


lessness and violence by individu- 
als or groups may be terminated 
and the good name of Peoria re- 
stored,

Now Weighs 85—Del- 
uged With Messages 
From Well-wishers Who 
Offer Advice, ‘Cures.’ 


WAYNESBURG, Pa., Aug. 19 
(AP)—Pauline Lucas has regained 


seven of the 51 pounds she lost in 
her six-month seige of hiccuping. 

Her nurses at Green County 
Memorial Hospital reported yes- 
terday that Miss Lucas, who is 
31 years old, now tips the scales 
at 85 pounds, thanks to careful 
dieting. Last week, her weight 
was down from her normal 129' 
to 78. 

Since she began hiccuping 178 
days ago, Miss Lucas has received 
thousands of letters and tele- 
grams, 8000 of them in the last 10 
days. 

The messages, which necessi- 
tated the use of an office girl to 
answer her mail at the hospital, 
offer all sorts of suggestions for 
acure. - 

Some of the wellwishers sent 
herbs, pills and various medicines. 
Miss Lucas’s physician, Dr. A. J. 
Blair, issued orders, however, that 
none of these were to be tested 
by his patient because no one was 
certain what was in them. 

Someone in Washington sent 
her a package of Chinese herbs 
guaranteed to cure hiccups. Miss 
Lucas is fascinated, but she dare 
not try them. 

Some of the remedies are of the 
more familiar variety such as 
drinking water, holding a finger 
in one’s ear, and holding a lump 
of sugar on the tongue. These 
Miss Lucas has tried without suc- 
cess. At present she is hiccuping 
15 times a minute. 

“They are as regular as clock- 
work,” says Dr. Blair.

It was not clear whether Ger- 
man police in the British and 
American sect6rs returned the 
fire. Some sources said they did. 

British military police said four 
German civilians were killed and 
at least eight wounded in the gun- 
fire. Some sources claimed they 
were caught in the cross-fire dur- 
ing an exchange of shots between 
German police in the Russian and 
British sectors. 

(The Associated Press said first 
reports were that one person was 
killed and four wounded. Itsaida 
jeering crowd of 500 Germans 
taunted the Russian sector police, 
and called them “Communists.” 

Pelt All Police. 

Germans began pouring into the 

square after the gunfire and began 


bricks and stones from the rubble 
of bombed buildings which _line 
the streets, The mob surged past 
the bodies of the dead and 
wounded and pushed on into the 
Soviet sector, where it attacked 
the district headquarters of the 
Communist-backed Social Unity 
party (8.E.D.). 

The crowd ripped down the Rus- 
sian hammer and sickle flag and 
Communist party banners hanging 
on the building, and carried them 
back into the Western sectors. 
Bonfires were built and the flags 
were burned amid jeers from the 
mob, while police stood by. 

British and American military 
police and reinforcements of Ger- 
man police from all sectors final- 
ly restored order about an hour 
after the gunfire touched off the 
incident. Even after the police 
rBinforcements took charge, the 
crowd did not break up. Hundreds 
continued milling in the square, 
although the stone’ throwing 
stopped. 

Police Car Stoned. 

About an hour after the inci- 
dent occurred, a German police 
car from the Russian’ sector 
turned into Stresemann Strasse, 
which forms fhe boundary be- 
tween the Soviet and western 
sectors. The crowd shouted: 

“It’s one of them. It’s the police 
who fired the shots.” 

A rain of bricks and stones was 
thrown at the car, which backed 
into the Russian sector again and 
disappeared. 

The black market raid which 
touched off the violence was a 
routine one in the Russian sector. 
In a number of recent raids, Rus- 
sian sector police have been 
frustrated when their quarry es- 
caped into the British or Ameri- 
can sectors, where they could not 
follow. 

The police in the Russian sector 
split away from the central police 
department three weeks ago.

Russian Citizens Will

GREEN PASSES UP 


From Abe Lincoln to Tom 
Dewey was but another jump for 
Warren who said: 

“America has been fortunate in 
having a great leader in every 
|hour of need. At this crucial mo- 
| ment in history, our party offers 
|such a leader. Thomas E. Dewey 
can restore unity in our land. His 
keen mind, his sound judgment, 
his high courage, his executive 
genius make him a man competent 
to lead our people out of the 
shadows of uncertainty and 
doubt.” 

Extolling Gov. Dewey’s interest 
in farming, Gov. Warren said that 
when he visited the Dewey dairy 
|farm at Pawling, N.Y., Dewey 
used every minute “we were not 
discussing the campaign to show 
me his fine dairy stock, his new 
milking equipment, and a new silo 
which he was constructing at only 
a fraction of the cost of the older 
| One on his farm.” 

“He was as pleased as punch 
with it,” Warren said.

| “Tom Dewey is not a theoreti- 
cal farmer. He works at it, and 
‘he is making his operation pay. 
He is not like some of my lawyer 
friends who work at their law 
business 14 hours a day in order 
to support a hobby farm.

Dewey and Farm Problem. 

Born and reared in a rural com- 
munity’ in Michigan, Dewey 
learned in childhood the deep sat- 
isfaction that comes from making 
things grow and, so Warren said, 
it has given hjm “the understand- 
ing of the problems of the farmer 
that he has so clearly manifested 
in his own state.” 

Among the “farmers” in the 
grandstand today were several 
thousand party workers from Chi- | 
cago who had come down on spe- 
cial trains to make sure all seats 
would be filled.

Governor Talks in Plati- 
tudes at State Fair, 
Makes No Effort to De- 
fend Record.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Aug. 19 -- 
Dwight H. Green, seeking a third 
term as. Governor of Illinois, was 
On exhibit hére today at the IIli- 
nois State Fair.’ 

It was a disappointing exhibi- 
tion. Green had a grand opportu- 
nity to reply to widespread alle- 
gations of .corruption in the self- 
perpetuation state government. 
Green muffed the opportunity. 
There will be no blue ribbons 
awarded Green for his exhibition. 

Yesterday, at the same fair 
grounds, Adlai Stevenson, the 
Democratic nominee for Governor, 
had denounced the “rats of cor- 
ruption” in the Green admiinstra- 
tion and had promised to fumigate 
the statehouse once he took over 
from Green. The people, Steven- 
son said, want something better 
than Green's “cynical, costly. gang 
government.” 

Stevenson quoted at length from 
the St. Louis Post-Dispatch and 
other sources to indicate that 
something was rotten in Spring- 
field and it wasn’t limburger 
cheese. Seldom has a Governor of 
Abraham Lincoln’s state been on 
the spot as was “Pete” Green be- 
fore the home folks. 

Friends of Green reported him 
as boiling mad over the reflections 
on his administration and the in- 
timations that, for one reason or 
another, he had neglected to en- 
force law and order, had failed to 
put down gambling, gunplay and 
graft. Green, so his friends said, 
had been libeled, and it was their 
expectation that he would take ad- 
'vantage of today’s opportunity to 
ash out at his critics and defend 
his honor. 

See No Evil, Hear No Evil. 

But Gov. Green didn’t seem par- 
ticularly interested in defending 
his honor today. Nor has he for 
days past. Reporters have been 
discouraged in their efforts to 
interview Green and get him to 
speak out on what’s wrong with 
Illinois, and who’s to blame. 

At the Fairgrounds today Green 
gave a perfect exhibition of see- 


itol correspondent remarked.

Expenditures so far this year 
total $11,631,278, compared with 
$9,767,635 last: year in the same 
period. 

The city license collector re- 
ported an increase of $729,284 in 
his collections for the first four 
months of the year, compared 
with the same period a year ago. 
Largest items in his report were 
an- increase of $159,707 in collec- 
tions of merchants’ taxes and a 
rise of $251,998 in income from 
manufacturers’ taxes. Both reflect 
increased business activity here. 

Cigarette taxes, 1 cent a pack 
higher than a year ago, brought in 
an additional $148,079, as compared 
with the first quarter last year. 
The rise, however, was not as 
great as anticipated, indicating, 
apparently, that many St. Louis- 


ans are buying cigarettes in the $450 


county. 

The new 5 per cent theater ad- 
mission tax brought in $128,739 in 
revenue in the first quarter. A 
rise from 3 to 5 per cent in the 
sports admission tax and increased 
attendance at sporting events re- 
sulted in an increase of $41,714 in 
that category.

MOVE TO FREE 2 FORMER 
CAPONE GANGSTERS FAILS 


CHICAGO, Aug 19—A move to 
free Louis (Little New York) 
Campagna and Charles (Cherry 
Nose) Gioe, former Capone gang- 
sters, by reinstating their recently 
revoked paroles was blocked to- 
day by a ruling of United States 
Judge Elwyn R. Shaw. The two, 
now in Atlanta Federal Prison, 
and Paul (The Waiter) Ricca, 
who managed to delay his return 
to prison by habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings, have asked the District 
Court to review their 1943 convic- 
tions in a $1,000,000 extortion plot 
against the movie industry. 

The three sued the United States 
Parole Board for $1 damages, 
charging that it revoked their 
paroles illegally. 

Judge Shaw ruled he was with- 
out jurisdiction to act in the Case, 
since the Parole Board has “al- 
most unlimited discretion.” No 
one can compel the board to grant 
a parole, he declared. The board 
revoked the gangsters’ paroles 
following a congressional investi- 
gation into -their release from 
pirson last year, after having 
served less than one-third of their 
sentences. The three said they 
sued in order to “establish and 
enforce their Jegal rights.” 

In their petition they contend- 
ed: “The paroles were issued dur- 
ing the administration of the 
Democratic party and, in order to 
discredit that party, certain Re- 
publican Congressmen, witn the 
aid of certain newspapers, have 
conducted a smear campaign.

A large number of counterfeit 
$10 bills are being passed in St. 
Louis and United States Secret 
Service agents have requested 
merchants and the public to be on 
the lookout for them. 

The agents reported the bogus 
bills, purporting to be green-seal 
$10 bills on the Federal Reserve 
Bank of Chicago, series 1934C, can 
be detected easily when compared 
to a genuine bill. Red ink lines 
are drawn on the paper to simu- 
late threads, and the picture of 
Alexander Hamilton on the front 
is noticable because the hair has 
an unnaturally-white appearance. 

On the back, steps in the picture 
of the Treasury Building are miss- 
ing, and the area just under the 
columns at the entrance is solid 
white. The counterfeits also can 
be identified by the numbers 1177, 
1157 or 1098 in tiny print on the 
back, inside the border at the 
right. 

Persons receiving one of the 
counterfeit bills were instructed 
not to return it to the passer.

The 16 component differences 
were disclosed by a study of the

The Points of Conflict. 

The conflicts, with Chambers 
referred to in almost all cases by 
that name for the sake of clarity, 
follow:

About 13,500,000 families — around 
one out of every four—were “dis- 
savers” last year, says the fede- 
ral reserve board. A “dissaver” is 
@ person who spends more than he 
takes in, the board noted in a re- 
port last night. 

However it did not manifest any 
alarm over the trend not to save 
for a rainy day. 


It said: “The ability to dissave 
presumes a certain degree of fi- 
nancial well being, for to spend 
more than one’s income, a person 
must either have sufficient in- 


come or collateral to be an ac- 
ceptable risk for credits, or have 
past savings to draw upon.” 

The Federal Reserve Board, 
however, is preparing to tighten 
up on credits that help to make 
“dissaving” possible. It plans to- 
night to issue the new regulations 
for curtailing installment buying 
ordered by Congress. The curbs 
will become effective in 30 days. 

The order is expected to require 
one-third down payments and a 
15-month limit for “easy payment 
plans” on most retail items cost- 
ing more than $50, 

Consumer Savings. 


Consumer savings were about 9 
per cent of income received by 
consumers in 1947 as against 12 
per cent in 1946. The findings 
were part of the board's “1948 sur- 
vey of consumer finances.” 

The survey of consumer savings 
was conducted for the board by 
the Survey Research Center of 
the University of Michigan. It 
showed that about 28 per cent of 
American families were “dissav- 
ers” last year. 

Almost three-fifths of the dis- 
savers bought autos, furniture, ra- 
dios or household appliances. Low- 
income families shared in this 
movement. The board says they 
were “active buyers of used cars 
and low-priced appliances,” and 
spent almost as big a share of 
their income for durable goods as 
more prosperous families. 

Installment buying is not the 
primary form of dissaving, the re- 
port said, but is an “important’ 
factor. In most cases, dissavings 
meant dipping into past savings. 

The families “most likely to be 
in adverse financial circum- 
stances,” were those which just 
held even financially—neither sav- 
ing nor dissaving. There were 4- 
000,000 of these, representing 8 per 
cent of all families. ae 

Such families, mostly receiving 
less than $1000 a year, “had in- 
comes too low to qualify as good 


bracket dissaved. In 1947, for the 
first time since the war, the less- 
than-$2000 bracket also became a 
dissaving group. Seven out of 10 
individual families in those in- 
come classes did save money, but 
the amounts did not offset the 
spending of the other three fam- 
ilies, 

The board reported that 31,000,- 
000 families, or 64 per cent of all 
consumers, saved 25 billion dollars 
last year. Over four-fifths of the 
net saving by consumers was by 
families with more than $5000 in- 
come, 

Insurance premiums were the 
commonest form of saving, fol- 
lowed by bank accounts, payments 


on home mortgages, home im- 


‘provements and retirement funds. 


Savings From Incame. 

As in 1946, more than six families 
out of 10 saved money out of 
current income, but they saved 
less and fewer saved in the form 
of savings or checking accounts. 

The board gave this description 
of the type of family most likely 
to have been a saver in 1947: 
Three or four persons in size, 
living in or near a city, the father 
being 45 to 54 years old and 
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sons. aged 18 to 34, and the headjhigh d 
of the family had a high school/the report’said.

In Name Only 


Now It’s the MVD, 
but Tactics Still Are 

- the Same as Under 
Czars.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 19. 
HE Russian secret. police 
haven’t changed since the days 
of the Czars, judging from the 
part they played in the cases of 
the two Russian school teachers 
in New York. The ‘poliee have 


been repeatedly reorganized, 
placed under new management 
and given new names, but their 
habits have remained much the 
same. Victims still are kidnaped 
and still jump out windows. 
Under the Czars, the secret po- 
lice were called the “Okhrana,” or 
“Guard.” When Czarist Russia 


collapsed in the spring of 1917, 
the Okhrana collapsed with it. 
The shortlived Kerensky regime 
did not create a secret police of its 
own, but the Communists were 
guilty of no such oversight. Soon 
after they seized power in Novem- 
ber, 1917, they created the “ex- 
traordinary commission to combat 
counter-revolution, sabotage and 
speculation,” or “Cheka” for short. 
The Cheka operated under that 
name until 1922. In that year it 
got a new name and a new set of 
initials as the “state political di- 
rectorate,” or “GPU.” r 


In 1923 the Soviets reorganized 
Russia politically’on a federal ba- 
sis and the secret police became 
the “union” or “all Russian” state 
political directorate, or “OGPU.” 


In 1934, the secret police got 
wider powers and was renamed 
the “People’s Commissariat of In- 
ternal Affairs,” or “NKVD.” 


There were minor reorganiza- 
tions during the next few years, 
but the next important one came 
in 1943. In that year, a new “Peo- 
ple’s Commissariat of State Securi- 
ty,” or “NKGB,” was created to 
take over some of the functions of 
the Commissariat of Internal Af- 
fairs, which, however, retained 
some of its police powers. 


In 1946, the Soviets renamed all 
their commissariats “ministries.” 


This changed the initials again. 
The “NKVD” became “MVD” and 
the “NKGB” became the “MGB.” 


B. V. Kruglov is understood to 
be head of the MVD and Victor 
Abakumov of the MGB. Laurent 
P, Beria, the most widely known 
recent head of the secret police, is 
now a member of the Politburo 
and, apparently, has no direct ad- 
ministrative responsibility for 
either ministry. The exact division 
of labor between the MVD and the 
MGB is a closely guarded secret 
of the Kremlin.

Is Justice a Luxury? 
' Teo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Our traditional concepts of justice are 
part of the Americanism which we love. 
Among these is the principle that no ac- 
cused person shall be required to testify 
against himself. 


We have banished the rack, the thumb- 
screw, the wheel, and other instruments 
for extorting confessions. We hold that 
a person may not be forced to take a 

 lie-detector test, and further that re- 
fusal to take such a test is not incrim- 
 dnating. 


I am alarmed, then, to see good Ameri- 
can citizens like a letter writer, James C. 
Brown, say (referring to the refusal of 
zome persons to answer questions of the 
Thomas committee on their political af- 
filiation): “Refusal to answer on the 
grounds that an answer might ‘incrimi- 
nate or degrade’ is for most practical 
purposes in itself a confession of guilt.” 

This is alarming because it shows how 
subtly our thinking has been corrupted, 
how authoritarian impatience with judi- 
cial process is undermining our national 
Ideals, 

Mr. Brown believes that refusal to 
answer is not really equivalent to con- 
fession. Good. But it is, he says, for 

‘“most practical purposes.” 


What could these practical purposes 
be? Could they be the purpose of ruin- 
ing the reputations of persons who can- 
not be touched judicially, of swelling the 
tide of hatred toward a foreign power, 
of covering up for congressional inaction 
on other matters, of embarrassing the 
Administration in an election year? 
These purposes are al] very practical. 


One further practical purpose—that of 
getting information on espionage—is not 
served so well by such “confessions.” 

And there is one purpose which some 
of us—not Communist sympathizers ut 
all—-believe is heing completely ignored: 
justice. Or is justice not “practical”? Is 
justice a luxury which we cannot afford 
in these times”

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Babe Ruth’s All-Star Team 


A lot is being spoken and written about how 
great a baseball player Babe Ruth was. Who 
did the Sultan of Swat think were the all-star 
players of all time? He was asked the question 
frequently by sports editors and magazine writ- 
ers but never got around to sending in his team 
of the greatest of the greats. But by the time he 
and Bob Considine wrote “The Babe Ruth Story,” 
last year, the Big Fellow had done a lot more 
thinking about it and so he wrote out for the 
first and only time his All-Star Team—“a team 
that would have beaten any combination that 
ever lived.” 

Babe’s pitchers were Walter Johnson, Christy 
Mathewson, Grover Cleveland Alexander and 
Herb Pennock, and so far as the home run king 
was concerned you could take them in any order. 
He had a particular admiration for “Old Pete” 
after that natural born pitcher snatched a world 
series for the Cards out of the Yankee laps in 
1926. His catcher was Ray Schalk of the White 
Sox, “a durable little iron man”—not so good a 
hitter as Bill Dickey but in the Babe’s book ‘“‘the 
perfect catcher.” 

On first he put Hal Chase, who dozens of times 
every season would charge an intended sacrifice 
and throw out a runner going to second or third. 
His second baseman was Larry Lajoie, American 
League batting champion before Ty Cobb, and 
an infielder who “could make the hardest 
chances look easy.” He completed his infield 
with unquestioned greats, Jimmy Collins at 
third and Hans Wagner at short.

The Army Needs Doctors 


The Army is badly in need of 3900 medical and 
2000 dental officers. This shortage is going to 
become more acute this November when the 
draft will begin pouring thousands of inductees 
into the Army. The New York Times reports 
that “there has been real concern among Army 
and Selective Service officials that the lack of 
young doctors to look after the health of in- 
ductees might nullify the new draft before it 
gets started.” 

Obviously, there is going to be serious trouble 
ahead if the Army can't provide medical care 
for inductees. And as matters now stand, there 
is no way that the Army can get more medical 
men (with exception of those who volunteer) 
until some additional form of draft action is 
taken in the next Congress. Few doctors serve 
voluntarily in the Army during peace. They 
believe chances for advancement and remunera- 
tion are far better on the outside than in the 
Army. Too many of them remember or have 
heard of the dull routine, red tape and days of 
hurry-up-and-wait of World War II. The Ameri- 
can Medical Association Journal has reported 
that a survey covering thousands of former medi- 
cal officers revealed the Army had 28 per cent 
more doctors than it needed in the war. 

The Army has tried for months to meet these 
criticisms, Secretary of Defense Forrestal’s 
Hawley Committee is making a survey to give 
him more ideas on the most efficient medical 
system for the unified forces, including the wis- 
dom of establishing a single hospital service. 
Congress was prevailed on to raise the pay of 
all Regular Army doctors by $1200 annually. 
Officers without medical degrees have heen ap- 
pointed to do the administrative paper work and 
the routine sanitation ehores that gave so many 
headaches to medical officers in World War II. 
Young medical officers are offered the chance 
to serve a two-year residency or interneship with 
full Army pay if they will agree to serve the fol- 
lowing two years in fhe Army. Three-year gen- 
eral practice courses have been instituted to give 
young doctors a chance to specialize in one or 
more of 13 branches of medicine and surgery. 

In spite of these inducements, it appears that 
only a draft, which necessarily would have to in- 
clude doctors of more than 25 years of age, will 
meet the need. Whom to draft? First of all 
should come those young doctors and dentists 
educated during war years at Government ex- 
pense and who, because of the war’s end, did not 
have to serve their two years. As the A.M.A. 
Journal remarked recently: “They owe an obli- 
gation to the Government and to the people.” 
They should step forward and pay that debt now 
in this time of dire need instead of waiting for 
a draft. 
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The Beautiful Dead Danube 


Russia is holding out for rule of the Danube 
River even if it takes the ruin of every Dan- 
ubian country to attain it. 

That is the significance of the convention 
it has adopted at Belgrade with the assistance 
of its agents from other countries and over the 
protests of Austria, France, England and the 
United States. 

The State Department has denounced the con- 
vention as “enslavement.” 

In consequence, as this country forewarned, 
the river will continue cut in two at Linz, 
Austria, with 700 barges idle in the United States 
zones of Austria and Germany, paralyzing traffic. 

The Danubian states, Anne O’Hare McCor- 
mick writes in the New York Times, are “the 
worst sufferers” from this “abnormal isolation 
Russia imposes on them.” Russia has now de- 
creed that this suffering shall worsen and con- 
tinue indefinitely in the interest of eventual 
Russian domination of the whole Danube basin. 

Austria, normally the largest user of the 
Danube next to Yugoslavia, and Germany, nor- 
mally the fifth largest user, are cut out of the 
Danube control agency, because they are not 
entirely in the Russian orbit. No arrangement 
which ignores them can be either fair or real- 
istic, and the United States said so, offering to 
give up the seat it. asked for itself on the con- 
trol commission as soon as these two countries 
were seated. Russia said the United States 
and the other western powers could take the 
all-Soviet-control arrangements or get out. 

So Russia has set up, on paper anyhow, the 
Danubian rule which it tried unsuccessfully to 
persuade Hitler to agree to in 1940, It is car-

India, with a historv of 5000 years, is one 
year old. The modern world doez not count 
4999 years of subjection as important as 12 
months of independence, We are ready to 
indorse the sentiments of an official com- 
ment that Aug. 15 marked “the attainment 
of that. priceless thing men the world over 
enthusiastically cherish and call Liberty.” 


The centuries of India’s dependence 
make the more re- 
markable her 
achievements in the 
first tempestuous 
year of self-govern- 
ment. For a hundred 
years the Viceroy had 
held the authority to 
legislate and admin- 
istrate without the 
consent of any Indi- 
an, The men who had 
to take over, quite 
suddenly, the _intri- 
cate reins of national power were without 
actual experience in the use of such power. 


As Gandhi once complained, they had 
never been permitted to make their own 
mistakes. They had to make them when 
every mistake would be costly and any 
mistake could be fatal. 


The dominion is not past her dangers by 
any means. What state on what continent 
is?. But the year’s achievements have been 
amazing, and the chief achievement is that 
India is intact. 


Prestige and self-confidence naturally fol- 
lowed the weathering of the communal riots 
that took thousands of lives last summer. 
The Moslent League had forced partition, 
and set up a theocratic state called Pakis- 
tan. War between India and Pakistan was 
3 critical peril for months. Statesmanship, 
patience and good will eased the strain, and 
though severe disagreements remain, the 


chances of a pitched battle have greatly 
lessened, 

Under the distinguished leadership of 
Prime Minister Nehru, India has reached a 
stature among nations not remotely ap- 
proached in so short a fime by any other 
nation in history. Some 550 princely states 
have been integrated into the union, an op- 
eration many thought would take decades. 

Untouchability has been outlawed. The 
principles of the new India bear a strik- 
ing resemblance to those of the United 
States of America, and in some respects go 
further. Discrimination because of race, 
sex, religion or caste is prohibited. Equal- 
ity of opportunity is guaranteed. 

Freedom of speech and assembly is prom- 
ised, though the press is not specifically 
mentioned. And the doctrine is embraced 
that “all men and women have the right 
to an adequate means of livelihood.” A Su- 
preme Court will protect the Constitution. 

Industrially and agriculturally progress is 
recorded. To the 44,000,000 acres under ir- 
rigation, another 10,000,000 will be added 
by new projects under construction. Food 
production has been increased, education 
planned for the unlettered millions, India 
in this year has built her first airplane, her 
first steamship. In two years she will be 
ready to build her first automobile. 

There is a dangerous situation in Kash- 
mir, and another in Hyderabad. The two 
dominions, India and Pakistan, are fight- 
ing an incipient war over Kashmir, but a 
United Nations commission is on the spot, 
and the flame need not spread, Hyderabad 
is a large and rich Indian state trying to 
remain independent, so the Nizam can con- 
tinue to loot the Jand and people. The 
Union is expected to force Hyderabad to 
come in, and there may be some bloodshed 
in the process. 

But on the whole, the first year’s story 
is a heartening one. India can face the 
future with new strength and faith.

Immoral Excuse. 


It has been argued recently that 
though the injustice to individuals 
done in this inquiry is regrettable, 


the national interest is being 
served so well that it justifies the 
sacrifice of a few innocent per- 
sons. That argument is profound- 
ly immoral. It is also profoundly 
unintelligent. For the injustice of 
the procedure is proof of its in- 
competence—if the inquiry cannot 
distinguish clearly the innocent 
from the guilty, then it is not 
clearly directed against the guilty. 


The safeguards, entirely lacking 
in these committees, which the 
law provides for the protection of 
the innocent are integral to the 
procedure by which the law con- 
victs and punishes the guilty. For 
the safeguards are designed to 
ascertain the truth, and when the 
safeguards, developed in the 
course of centuries under our law, 
have disappeared, the truth abeut 
the innocent and the truth about 
the guilty go down together.

National Bodies Are

Olympic Ring Judges 


LONDON, Aug. 19 (AP)—The 
International Amateur Boxing <As- 
sociation today blamed nations 
that sent unqualified referees and 
judges for the protested decisions 
in the Olympic boxing tournament. 

The J.A.B.A. acknowledged the 
judging wasn’t all it might have 
been and gave a full explanation 
of its position in a statement re- 

eased by the secretary-treasurer, 

t. Col. Rudyard Russell. 

It said that each nation affili- 
ated with the ILA.B.A, had been 
asked to provide for the Olympics 
three judges and referees of the 
“necessary standard.” 

“Unfortunately, this direction 


was not in most cases complied 
with,” the statement said, “and 
any blame for inadequacy in 
judging and refereeing attaches to 
these associations who nominated 
officers not possessing the neces- 
sary qualifications.” , 

Boxing was the only one of the 
17 sports in the Olympics that 
ended with a bad name, but the 
1.A.B.A, said it believed experience 


had been gained that would pre- 
vent a repetition in international 
tournaments. 

“The publication of the list of 
those finally graded as interna- 
tional referees and judges for fu- 
ture Olympic games and other 
international tournaments can be 
drawn,” the announcement said. 

The I.A.B.A. is also considering 
a method of testing the efficiency 
of referees before tournaments.

Effects on Shipping Industry. 

The decision has these effects in 
the maritime industry: 

1. It lessens the threat of a 
new strike on the lakes in Sep- 
tember. The board’s findings 
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are expected to be fought all the 
way to the Supreme Court, but 
the law permits NLRB attorneys 
to seek an immediate court in- 
junction—if mnecessary—to en- 
force the order. Meanwhile new 
negotiations were set for today 
in Cleveland. 

'.2. It foreshadows similar or- 
ders and similar injunctions in 
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any other cases, on the Pacific 
or Atlantic coasts, where mari- 
time hiring halls might be found 
to operate in the same manner 
as those in: the Great Lakes 
case. 

Hiring hall cases are pending on 
both coasts, but the present or- 
der deals only with the Great 
Lakes. On the East Coast, where 
the National Maritime Union set- 
tled its differences with shipown- 
ers yesterday, both sides agreed 
to continue the existing hiring 
halls pending a ruling by a federal 
court. 

On the Pacific coast the employ- 
ers have not made any such con- 
cession. 
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Union hiring halls, widespread 
in the maritime and construction 
industries, are places where a un- 
ion receives job applicants and 
furnishes them to employers who 
need them. 

Two Unfair Practices. 

The board didn’t find hiring 
halls unlawful in themselves—but 
only if they operate in such a way 
as to favor members of the un- 
ion against non-members. The 
board said the Great Lakes hiring 
halls operate this way because if 
union members are available they 
are put ahead of non-members. 

Therefore the board said the 
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union was guilty of these two 
unfair practices which Congress 
wrote into the labor law last 
year: (1) Trying to cause em- 
ployes to. discriminate against 
non-union employes (through 
a contract that would con- 
tinue the present hiring halls, 

and (2) Refusing to bargain in 
good faith (by refusing to sign 
any contract without the ille- 
gal clause). 

This marked the first time the 
board has found a union guilty of 
those offenses, although NLRB 
trial examiners have done so.

Words to Watch. 
ERE are some important 
words to watch: 

Identity. The common mis- 
pronunciation is “id-DEN-uh-tee.” 
There are two mistakes: (1) The 
first!“i” should be long like the 
word “eye”; (2) the first “t” 
should not be omitted. Be sure to 
say: eye-DEN-ti-tee. 

Overheard at a luncheon club: 
“Such a statement is nothing but 
obvious high-POCK-ruh-see. ° 
Watch the word hypocrisy. The 
first “y” should not have the long 
sound. Pronounce the “y” like 
the short “i” in hip, bit. Say: hi- 
POCK-ri-see. 

Overheard on a radio interview: 
“And in Germany I saw many dis- 
placed persons who were diseased 
and painfully emancipated.” Not 
so. Emancipation means “freed 
from restraint or bondage.” The 
right word in the above sentence 
is emaciated, “reduced to abnor- 
mal thinness by disease or lack of 
nutrition.” The pronunciation is: 
ee-MAYshee-AY-ted. 


Two other words that are often 
confused are martial and marital. 
Note the position of “i” in the 
words.. Martial means “warlike; 
of or pertaining to war.” Society 
columns frequently speak of “‘mar- 
tial rites, premartial parties,” and 
so on. But a wedding is not a 
“warlike rite;” social: affairs be- 
fore a wedding are not “prewar 
=: At least they should not 


The correct word is marital, “of 
or pertaining to marriage.” The 
first “a” is flat as in carrot. Say: 
MAR-i-t’l. 

Watch the word totalitarian, 
“pertaining to a centralized form 
of government exercising absolute 
or dictatorial power over al] its 
people.” Some commentators pro- 
nounce it “TOE-t’l-uh-TARE’ee- 
un.” But the accents should fal] 
on the second and fourth sylla- 
bles, thus: toe-TAL-i-TARE-ee-un.

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REED FARM—Haven for Displaced Russians

N uninvited visitor has the 
ling that he is intruding on 
ien ground when he first en- 
ters Reed farm, haven for dis- 
placed Russians, but within an 
hour you feel like a member of 
this strange aggregation of people. 
You guzzle sour rye bread and 
soup made of Swiss chard with a 
big blob of sour cream in it, and 
somehow feel at home, even in 
the strange babble of Russian 
small talk that the refugees ping- 
pong across the bare dining tables. 
You don’t have to know Rus- 
sian to sense that these men, 
women and children are talking 
about Mrs. Oksana Stepanovna 
Kosenkina, the drab little school 
teacher who sought refuge here 
recently only to be “rescued” by 
Soviet officials. 

Mrs. Kosenkina had mystified 
these bitterly anti-Soviet Russians 
with her apparent willingness to 
be “rescued,” but the whole thing 
seemed clear when Mrs. Kosen- 
kina threw herself out the third- 
story window of the Soviet con- 
sulate in New York. 

“She was like hypnotized,” 
Countess Alexandra Tolstoy, 
founder of Reed Farm, recalls, as 
she explains that Mrs. Kosenkina 
was simply.too terrified to resist 
when the Soviet agents came and 
took her. 

There are between 90 and 100 
Russians on Reed farm. The num- 
ber varies constantly, with a heavy 
turnover. They are brought here 
in a thin stream from displaced 
persons camps in Europe, and 
leave here when a place in the 
community is found for them. 

The former drawing room of the 
main house at Reed farm has 
been converted into a Russian 
orthodox chapel. The rich imagery 
of the religion is compressed in 
the room, which is adorned with 
ikons, and somewhat crowded 
with an altar, a large crucifix, 
and stands for votive lights. 

The farm is a 75-acre tract a 
few miles west of the Hudson and 
about 30 miles north of New York. 
The main building is a two and 
a half story red brick house, with 
a big white porch extending 
around it. There are four or five 
other residence buildings scat- 
tered around. 

When I arrived, at least eight 
women and young girls were buz-

Lion Match Co., one of the big 
three of the industry, was founded 
by Serge Bazavoff, Russian Am- 
_bassador to the United States for 
the Kerensky Government, which 
existed for the brief period be- 
tween the overthrow of the Czar- 
ist regime and the victory of the 
Bolshevik revolution. 


The match company personnel 
is made up almost entirely of 
Russian refugees, according to 
Miss Tolstoy. 


The men, women and children 
of Reed farm, all with nightmares 
and a shattered world behind 
them, were dispersing to their 
rooms, to the chicken houses, to 
the tool sheds as I took leave of 
Miss Tolstoy after our meal. 


On all sides of this strange 
farm are summer homes of middle 
class New Yorkers who swim in 
Rockland Lake, or tend their 
flower gardens to get rid of the 
tension of the city on these sum- 
mer weekends. 


A settlement of summer homes 
adjoining Reed farm is called “Joy 
Acres.” The people inside are nor- 
mal Americans who take the com- 
forts of life for granted.

A bunion is usually due to ill- 
fitting shoes. In. mild cases the 
pain may be relieved by wearing 
shoes which produce no pressure 
at the base of the great toe. If 
properly fitted shoes are worn, 
bunion will be prevented, 


There are a number of different 
operations used to correct bunions, 
When properly performed none of 
these operations should result in 
a stiff joint. The operation select- 
ed for the individual patient will 
vary depending upon the size of 
the enlarged joint and the type of 
foot. The choice of the type of 
operation lies with the surgeon. 
Follow his advice and don’t be 
afraid of a stiff joint. The oper- 
ation involves only one joint and 
would not affect the whole foot. 
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WE HAVE all known people 
who always seem to be in some 
sort of trouble.

West opened the club ten, East 
put up the ace and returned the 
queen. When declarer took th& 
trick, the fate of the contract ap- 
parently rested on catching the 
spade queen, since two clubs and 
one heart would certainly have to 
be lost. 

Fortunately for himself, South 
made a good guess on his first 
trump lead, starting with the 
deuce and putting in dummy’s 
eight. East’s showing out, how- 
ever, was a distinct shock, because 
now it appeared inevitable that a 
spade trick would have to be given 
to West. Since the other losers 
had by no means disappeared, the 
contract did not look good! 

However, South found a way out 
of his dilemma. He cashed his 
diamonds went back to dummy 
with a trump to the ten, and 
ruffed dummy’s last diamond.
